REMARKS 

Claims 1-25, 49, and 50 are pending in the application, with Claims 1, 2, 11, 19, 20, 
and 24 being independent. Claims 26-48 have been cancelled without prejudice. 

Claim 23 has been amended and Claims 49 and 50 have been added to correct an 
improper multiple dependency. No new matter has been added. 

In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action dated 
October 15, 2001, Applicants elect Group I, Claims 1-18, £9-22, and 24. In addition, 
Applicants submit that Claims 23, 25, 49, and 50 also belong in the elected group, and 
examination of those claims is also requested. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner stated that Claims 23, 25, and 48 are improperly 
dependent claims. Claim 23 has been amended to address the Examiner's comments and 
Applicants submit that Claim 23 and 25 depending therefrom are in proper form. Claims 
49 and 50 have been added and are similar to Claims 23 and 25, respectively. 
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Applicants submit that the elected claims are allowable and that the application is in 
condition for allowance. Favorable consideration and_an earlyNqticejjf ^Allowance are _ 
requested.
